5. To see if the town will vote to raise money for schools 
in addition to the amount required by law. 


6. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for breaking and cutting snow on Notch road. 


7. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise to 
make and repair highways and bridges.
